DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of 
prior art does not show the method for assembling a rotating machine with a plurality of 
conductive rotor bars having at least one internal conduit extending from its first to 
second end and a first and second end plates both having a bore for the rotating shaft, 
means for sealingly fixing the first end of each conductive rotor bar, and fluid flow 
means for providing fluid flow to the first end of the internal conduit, the method 
comprising the steps of heating the top region of a molten salts bath such that the top 
region is maintained at a normal brazing temperature; only immersing the first end plate 
and the first ends of the plurality of conductive rotor bars into the top region of the 
molten salts bath; salts brazing the first end of each conductive rotor bar having the at 
least one internal conduit to the first end plate, only immersing the second end plate and 
the second ends of the plurality of rotor bars into the top region of the molten salts bath; 
and salts brazing the second end of each conductive rotor bar having the at least one 
internal conduit to the second end plate.
